torial opinion on the German revolution 
is indicated by such headlines as 
"Allies fooled again"; "The old Adam" 
and "As was to be expected." 
"While our politicians have been 


filling us with hot air the Junkers have 
been bidding their time/' says the Daily 
Mail. 
"In dealing with \Germans one 
must always calculate. Upon bad-faith. 
They set up a 'dud* government to sign 
the treaty of peace, but when the time 
comes to carry out the^ capitulations 
the junkers again take charge. What- 
ever their purpose, our visionary states- 
men are ignorant of its nature." 
The Morning Post recalls it has al- 
ways contended the first German revo- 
lution with a "sham." 
"The French has understood the 


IHck from the beginning," the news- 
papers declared, "but social democracy 
chaff completely deceived those two 
credulous birds, President Wilson and 
Premier Lloyd George. That vrary old 
bird, Premier Clemenceau, was never 
deceived, but he was overruled. The 
weakness of the allied policy from the 
beginning has been that it was dic- 
tated by demagogues. The Germans 
are naturally a 
national monarchial 
people and tolerated the late govern- 
ment only because 
they thought it 


would be acceptable to Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Lloyd George. 
The allies, tinder 
dictation by demagogues, built their 
peace -fonndatioir on~ the sand. They 
negotiated with a government which 
did not represent the real Germany." 
One of the Hohenzollerns, in 
the 


opinion of this newspaper, will soon be 
placed upon the throne of Prussia, but 
whether he will be given the imperial 
crown will be another question. 


The Chronical-says: 
"Assurance by the new German gov- 


ernment that it, will abide by the treaty 
of Versailles is welcome as far as it 
goes, but it does not go far. Until the 
militarists have- established themselves 
at home, tney are. not likely to chal- 
lenge 
trouble abroad. ^ Should their 
usurpation be confirmed, we may look 
for very different language. Their en- 
terprise at present is merely an ad- 
venture and may collapse almost as 
suddenly as it began. If it should re- 
sult in a restoration of the Hohenzol- 
lerns *he situation could not be . tol- 
erated by the allies, for tvwhom it 
would go far toward undoing the win- 
ning of the war.''

Watchfulness and prepara- 
tion must be the attitude of the allies 
at present."

In the year pre- 
ceding the war, (1913) our exportation

Houses are flooded by the burstins of 
frozen pipes. The sewers are stopped 
and *aaitary conditions are deplora- 
ble. 


"A month ago the number of tjT>lius 


cases was 300 a day and steadily in- 
creasing. Hospital conditions are in- 
describably bad. There is no bed linen, 
no medicines, no soap and no disin- 
fectants, the last of the supply of sub- 
limate having given out January 1, 
when 35 disinfecting stations were 
closed.

"At the railway station in Smo- 


lensk," the 
correspondent 
writes, 


"there is a long row of stalls in which 
people sit behind little barred win- 
dows and sell all sons of-merchandise, 


"I noticed the prices. One pound of 


salted meat was 320 rubles; a pound 
of black bread, 100 rubles; a little 
piece of potato cake, 40 rubles. A lit- 
tle water glass full of makhorka (to- 
bacco root) was 100 rubles. 


"On the station platform one sees 


the soldiers lying about amidst the 
dirt which covers the ground. They 
roll their cigarettes with bits of pa- 
per torn from newspapers, and wait 
patiently for what will happen next. 


"By the side of a big cash register 


-rands a barmaid selling salted meat, 
cake and pastry to the smartly 
dressed men gathered about her. The 
.poor devils lying on the ground do not 
even notice it. for they know very well 
tliat in the new state there are rich 
men and poor men just as before."

Hampton, Donnelsville, Springfield and 
Troy. 
I came into possession of this 


farm on his death. I have five children, 
all of whom are living, but lost my be- 
loved wife about twenty years ago.

into 
Springfield 


when it had a population of about 17,-

Manager Leach in Churcl 


Talk Declares Cluinibci 
of Commerce Has Ne>\ 
Function To Perform. 


That the Chamber of Commerce has 
a new function to perform and that i 
is not' what it was first used for, an 
"interest organisation." was explainet 
by Manager E. 1)..Leach of the Cham 
ber when he spoke at the First Bap 
list church Sunday evening;. 
He sail, 
that by 
"interest 
organization" he 
meant it was formerly 
used to pro 


mote the private interest OL membersv 
ilr. Leach 
explained the 
modern 


philosophy of the 
Chamber of Com 
merce work and said: 
„ 
"For years Chambers ol Commerce 


were interest 
organizations: that is 


they were brought into existence and 
maintained for the purpose of promot- 
ing the inteiests of a certain class Of 
people; sometimes it was manufactur- 
ers and sometimes 
merchants. 
But 
with the increasing complexity of our 
social organizations, it has come to be 
realized that there are more import 
ant duties for a 
Chamber of Com 
merce to perform than merely to rep- 
resent certain limited interests. 
La- 
bor is organized in its various activi 
ties to represent the demands of the 
working man. We have banker's or- 
ganizations, 
merchants' 
associations, 


manufacturers' 
organizations. 
* It re 
quires but little experience to realize 
that none of these organizations al- 
ways do just what is proper for the 
benefit of the entire community. 
"For many years a confjict has been 
going on between the employer and the 
employe. 
Both sides considered only 
their own interests. But within the last 
few years, far-seeing men have come 
to realize that neither labor nor cap- 
ital have any just demands which are 
inimicable with the interests of society. 
As an illustration, we were told by 
leaders in certain industries that immi- 
gration must not be restricted because 
cheap labor was necessary in order to 
maintain their industries and that this 
cheap labor could only be obtained by 
immigration. 
This attitude was per- 
sisted in until the cheap labor, which 
was considered so essential to prosper- 
ity, became so numerous that it threat- 
ened not only prosperity of industry, 
but the peace of the 
entire 
nation. 
Then the industrial leaders awoke to 
a realization that cheap labor might 
not be as desirable as good labor. Wise 
labor leaders are also coming to relize 
that when the demands of labor are in 
contlict with the interests of the com- 
munity and society at large, that these 
demands must be altered for the good 
of labor itself or the inevitable reaction 
is disastrous. 
-With this multiplicity of organiza 
tions of this character, the problem of 
looking after the community interests 
presented itself. 


"And 
this has become the work of 
the modern Chamber of 
Commerce. 
The ideal Chamber of Commerce is a 
democratic organization made up of all 
interests who are united for the com- 
mon god and not the least important 
of its duties is t oendeavor to find 
out how people in every walk of litV 
should behave toward each other and 
toward their community. The manu- 
facturer has come to realize that his 
prosperity and security is 
dependent 
upon the 
conditions existing in the 
communitr where he does 
Business. 


The laboring man, as well as the busi- 
ness man, is coming to the same reali- 
zation and that there can be no per- 
manent benefit to either or any inter- 
ests which is in conflict with the com- 
munity at large."

After spending several days in Xew- 
ark endeavoring to have local indus- 
tries taxe over the manufacture of 
parts for a recent invention, J. R. Bur- 
ress of Arlington, Tex., Mr. Reeves of 
Dallas, Tex., and Richard Coffman of 
Houston, Tex., left Sunday for Cleve- 
land. 
Mr. Burress, the inventor, is a. man 


of national prominence. 
He was a 
member of President Wilson's advisory 
board as an expert on steel. As a part 
of his work he was associated with 
Thomas Edison for 20 months conduct- 
ing experiments and perfecting depth 
bombs. Beiore entering this work he 
invented the steel net with which con- 
voy ships were protected during the 
war.ilr. Coffman, who was with the par- 
ty; is a former Newark man, being an 
employe of the B. and O. railroad as 
an engineer, for a number of years. He 
is now associated with the Union Pa- 
cific railroad company. 
Mr. Burress' new invention is an au- 
tomatic railroad crossing gate. It is 
so arranged that when a train reaches 
» point 300 feet from the crossing the 
;ate is dropped automatically. Talent 
•ignis were granted recently at Wash- 
ngton, and the invention has 
been 
lassed upon favorably by the inter- 
state commerce commission.
